United States to the Worjd Court; the Root 
protocol, designed to meet every reasonable 
objection, may even fail of ratification at the 
present session; but that intelligent public 
opinion throughout the country favors it is be­ 
yond dispute.

Don Alhambra’s words apply accurately to this case. There 
was a time when objections arose in one quarter or another; but 
every recent test has shown a steadily developing belief thatjfhis 
country should not decline to participate in an international tri­ 
bunal for the peaceful settlement of disputes that might easily 
lead to war. 
The latest evidence of the fact is revealed by the 
answers of business and professional men of eminence to a ques­ 
tionnaire sent out by the National World Court Committee, 
Of the answers received 5819 approve the Court and only 
83 disapprove— a weight of authority which is most impressive. 
The groups included representatives of every phase of American 
life. Heacis of universities and colleges are unanimous on this 
point. All but four other educators agree with them* 
Of pro­ 
fessors of i nternational law, professors in law schools and county 
|chool superintendents only 16 were registered among the nays* 
The American bar is overwhelmingly favorable* Railway of­ 
ficials, all but three, are on the same side, and of 200 life and 
fire insurance heads only three could be found in opposition. No 
less than 57 groups were canvassed, and out of the 6000 ques­ 
tionnaires a mere 312 remain unanswered— a very emphatic 
illustration of the general interest in the question.

which has thus been recorded.

Court could not wish for more. 
No doubt „there are Senators

} 
To Explain Laughter 
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By LOGAN CLENDENING, M. D. 
A great newspaper editor has a&k- 
* ed me my definition of humor. Why 
* do men Jau jh? 
He has been in­ 
vestigating the production of comic 
strips and cartoons and humorous 
columns for the American people 
with huge success for 20 years, but 
for the Mfe r f him he cannot formu­ 
late an explanation either of humor 
or laughter, 
What humor is wc will leave to 
the philosophers, but laughter is the 
problem of he physiologist. 
And quite a problem it is. Con­ 
sider for a moment. A humsui being 
who has grave responsibilities, the 
father of a family, the head of a 
business, a shrewd, practical, sane 
man of affairs, or dignified demean­ 
or, is one moment standing or sit­ 
ting with all his features composed, 
his muscles at rest, uttering no 
sound, when he hears a sentence or 
sees a picture. Suddenly he throws 
back his head and emits a succes­ 
sion of expiratory shouts which in­ 
crease in volume and loudness; he 
moves his thorax rapidly up and 
down; his face muscles are contort­ 
ed into spasms of a most bizarre 
character; he slaps his thigh over 
and over again with his hand; tears 
come to his eyes, and only after 
several moments does his body re­ 
sume its normal attitude of dignified 
repose. 
These 
contortions 
furthermore 
have given him great comfort—even 
happiness; h« is not in the least 
ashamed of the apparent exhibition 
he has made of himself. He would 
be far more ashamed of having been 
seen giving a beggar in the street a 
coin. 
Why? The physiologist’s explana­ 
tion is very lame. 
He says that 
laughter is a reflex contortion evok­ 
ed by powerful sensory and emo­ 
tional stimulus to the brain. It is, 
of course, usually associated with joy 
and triumph. 
But not always. 
Laughter at the end of a tragedy, at 
escape from death, is recognized. 
The coal miners entombed in a mine 
for 20 days signalized their rescue 
and appearance on the surface of 
the earth by a ghastly explosion of 
laughter. 
Uusually, though, it is the shout 
of happiness. Monkeys in the zoo 
signalize the a ppearance of a favor­ 
ite keeper by a convulsion of laugh­ 
ter. 
It is not true, as Aristotle 
averred,« that “laughter is better 


than tears, because laughter is the 
specialty of man,” 
All the physiologist can say is that 
it is a motor reflex initiated by a 
shock to the sensory centers. The 
essential element in humor and its 
signal, laughter, is surprise.

MERCER, Pa., Dec. 23.—In one of 
the oldest and mustiest volumes in 
the Mercer County Law Library has 
been found an act of Pennsylvania 
Legislature made law Mareh 39th. 
1811 that provides for the creation 
and support of the old Mercer Acad­ 
emy. 
It was in this school that the late

ParkingMegulations 
'kange In January 


HARRISBURG. Pa., Use. 23.—If 
you atop your ear, whether occupied 
or not. along street or highway, in 
the eyes of the tow on and after 
January 1, 1222, it to parked. 
The Pennsylvania Motor Federa­ 
tion, State unit of the American 
Automobile Association, called at­ 
tention to this revised definition of 
parking in outlining today the 
changes in the motor code that go 
into effect the first of the year. Of 
course if you are actually loading or 
unloading, or are standing in obedi­ 
ence to traffic signals, the Federa­ 
tion pointed out, that's different, 
but these are he only exemptions to 
the perking definition, except police 
or The department vehicles or am­ 
bulances. 
The 
new 
definition, 
amended at the 1231 regular session 
of the Legislature to become effec­ 
tive in 1232« follows: 
PARKING—The standing of a 
vehicle except police or fire de­ 
partment vehicle or ambulance, 
Whether occupied or not, upon a 
highway, otherwise and tem­ 
porarily for the purpose and 
while actually engaged in load­ 
ing or unloading or in obedience 
to traffic regulations or traffic 
signs or signals. 
v 
"This definition was amended in 
order to clarify parking conditions 
throughout the Commonwealth/' 8. 
Edward Gable, president of the Fed­ 
eration, explained. “Up to this rime 
the definition of paHting in the mo­ 
tor code has been so general that 
again and agon the question has 
arisen in the courts and elsewhere 
as to just what constitutes parking. 
The average motorist felt that if 
someone was in the car, no matter 
where it was left standing, it could 
not be construed as being parked, 


and this blew was upheld by many 
Until authorities. The new defini- 
tion. however, changes this and from 
January 1 on It makes no difference!

Farm 
Outlook

Waiting Mr congre« to get go­ 
ing uniter its own power after the 
holidays, friends to agriculture are 
still trying to figure what the ses­ 
sion will bring forth for farming, if 
anything. 
They are wondering, to the first 
place, whether anything will happen 
to the agricultural marketing act, 
under which the federal farm board 
operates. The act might be repealed, 
it might have the so-called stabil- 
zation plan taken out of it, it might 
have the “equalisation fee' or the 
“export debenture" plans, or both, 
inserted in it, or it might be left 
alone as it is. • • • 
Then there to the question to farm 
credit. 
There is a strong likelihood that 
the treasury will be directed to buy 
$100,000,020 to new stock to the land 
bosks, so as to fill up the cash re­ 
sources of the banks and enable 
them to meet all demands for loans 
on farm mortgages. 
A much more radical proposal is 
for the treasury to pay the interest 
on farm loan bonds for a year, so 
that the land banks could relieve 
fanners to all interest and principal 
payments for this length to time at 
least. 
* • • 
There is a possibility, although a 
very slim one, that revision of tariff 
duties might be undertaken at this 
session. This would affect farming, 
since a'lowering to tariff duties on 
manufactures would tend to lower 
retail prices still further, whüe a 
lowering to farm products duties 
would let in more competing farm 
products. 
Along this line, the question of in­ 
dependence for the Philippines to 
important, since the largest single 
source to competition that farmers 
now face to from the Philippines, 
with their cheap oils and sugar. It 
looks as if something might be done 
about the islands, although the ad­ 
ministration is plainly opposed to it. 


More urgent than any to these, the

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It is Not An Individual Case Of Need Now, But A Com­ 
munity Problem Of Great Magnitude, Says 
George H. White 


It is a characteristic of civiliza­ 
tion that man takes an interest in 
the welfare of his neighbor, and in 
times of misfortune shares his 
abundance with others. As civiliza­ 
tions becomes more advanced, this 
tendency become? more apparent 
and it is realized that it is the duty 
oí the group to care for its mem­ 
bers. 
Deflation of prices And unemploy­ 
ment have had many far-reaching 
effects on the American people, but 
it has brought home the realization 
that there are other people to be 
considered besides ourselves. The 
community drives in cities during 
this time of financial stress bear 
witness to the fact that people are 
ready and willing to meet the relief 
and unemployment situation. 
Generally speaking, relief prob­ 
lems seem to fall under two classi­ 
fications: 
Poor relief, 
such as the casés 
cared 
for 
by the state, county, 
township and city officials. 
This 
type is ever present, and the fixed 
sum expended annually is raised by 
taxation and private contributions. 
Emergency relief, as the name im­ 
plies, exists only in times of emer­ 
gency, such as drought, war, disas­ 
ter and in our present condition of 
unemployment. The national agen­ 
cies, if the emergency is only in one 
area, can cope with the situation; 
but when the emergency becomes 
nation or world wide no one group 
can hope to care for all relief needs. 
It then becomes the duty of every 
individual, every organization, both 
private and public, to put its should 
er to the wheel and help carry the 
added load. Thousands of individ­ 
uals are caring for their friends and 
relatives; communities are raising 
funds far above those of the past. 
Work relief is being used as much 
as possible to provide for the un­ 
employed. There is scarcely a sub­ 
división in the state that does not 
Jgjave some type of work relief, either 
in the form of public improvements 
or maintenance. The state, cities, 
counties and townships should pro­ 
vide all the work passible for the 
people of each locality. Industries 
have recognized this principle, and 
in many cases are making ah at­ 
tempt to retain as many7 men as 
possible by using the rotation sys­ 
tem or shorter hours for the indi­ 
viduals.

Dec. 23, —The 
state department of health, as one 
of its important tasks, exists and 
functions to prevent, so far as pos­ 
sible, all forms of infectious disease. 
It exercises control over the public 
water supply in an endeavor to keep 
fit for human consumption. 
It 
reaches far back into the farming 
regions and the dairy barns to see to 
it that the milk bottle that comes 
into the home each day shall bring 
only health and nourishment and 
never the germs of disease. 
For milk and water can be, and 
often are, responsible for certain 
epidemics. And since they are an 
absolutely necessary part of daily 
nutrition, their freedom from in­ 
jurious or harmful elements is one 
of the basic essentials of health in 
the home. The exercise of this of­ 
ficial rare In the state health de- 
partmert, is carried forward by the 
bureau >f engineering so tar as the 
water s ipply is concerned, and by 
the burau of milk control, for the 
daily m Ik supply. The importance 
and val ie of this constant vigilance 
can not be over-estimated. 
Add to this, the inspection that 
is made of various food products, 
to see to it that they reach the pur­ 
chaser untainted, and the activities 
of the rtistaurant hygiene division, 
to prevent any unhappy result from 
eating away from home, and it 
would seem that a protective hedge 
from disease danger is cast about

Some parents think they have 
bright children and have not; some 
really have bright children and are 
not aware of it. Even teachers of­ 
ten fail to find superior minds. 
Some of the brightest children do 
not make good grades in school. As 
a rule, however, genius finds itself. 
Within the last quarter of a cen­ 
tury the psychologist has discover­ 
ed means of measuring mentality. 
Although this measuring instrument 
is not nearly so precise as a yard 
stick, yet he can measure mental 
stature with a fair degree of accu­ 
racy. His devise is known as a men­ 
tal test.

IPPS HARDWARE С 
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COOPERATIVE TEACHER TRAIN­ 
ING IN NEW CASTLE 
By DR. L. H. WAGENHORST 
Director of the Training Schools, 
Stats Teachers College, 
Slippery Rock. Pa. 
Student teaching bears a closer 
relationship to the work ct the pub­ 
lic schools than any other phase of 
teacher preparation. 
It has been 
recognized as a vital factor in the 
professional training of teachers 
since the first teacher training in­ 
stitutions were established in this 
country. During this period of al­ 
most 100 years it has passed through 
several stages of development, from 
preparing “plans of exercises” on 
each subject studied in class and 
practicing on their own classmates 
to a period of interneship compar­ 
able to that of the medical profes­ 
sion or to the clerkship of the law­ 
yer. ¿ During the same period of 
time great changes have taken 
place in the subjects taught, meth­ 
ods of presentation and tools used. 
Less than a generation ago it was 
customary for many young men to 
begin teaching in order to earn 
some money to continue their edu 
cation in some other profession. The 
present high standards for certifl 
cation and the professionalization of 
subject matter make this plan un­ 
profitable. Within a comparatively 
short time teaching has develops 
from a science into a fine art with 
infinite possibilities for growth and 
has become alluring as a life ca­ 
reer. 
» 
Because of the constant growth 
ang changes in subject matter con 
toot, methods and techniques, and 
the great variations in application 
and organization within difieren 
school systems, far-sighted leaders 
in education have recognized tha 
the training of teachers is really a 
cooperative enterprise between the 
teacher training institutions and 
the school districts Which they serve 
For almost a decade thia fact has 
been recognized' by, the officials In 
charge of the public sehodte in the 
city of New Castle. For eight years 
there has been an agreement be­ 
tween the local board of education 
and the trustees of the State 
Teachers college at Slippery Rode 
whereby seniors in the elementary 
course are assigned to certain espe­ 
cially selected teachers for nine 
weeks of training. These teachers 
have been recommended by the city 
superintendent of public schools and 
approved by tbs president, of the 
State Teachers college. This year 
there are seven such cooperating 
training teachers under contract in 
New Castle. Each one of them is 
a college graduate with a wide 
range of successful teaching experi­ 
ence. By the terms of the contract 
only two full time students may be 
assigned to a training teacher in one 
teaching period. Naturally residents 
of New Castle and vicinity are 
given the preference in making stu­ 
dent teaching assignments for this 
district. Quite naturally, too, a very 
high percentage of the replacements 
on the elementary school staff in 
thi* city come from this group. 
Having served ah interneship here, 
they rre acquainted with the routine 
weak of a platoon school system and 
know what the principals expect of 
their teachers in lesson preparation 
and presentation. The director of 
teacher training at the college 
spends jone day each week here in 
visitation, supervision and confer­ 
ence with the training teachers and 
student teachers. Table 1 shows the 
distribution of teachers now under 
contract by buildings who did their 
student teaching in New Castle.

over which Councilman Louis Genk- 
nger presides did not require all of 
the money appropriated for the care 
and improvement of parks and did 
not dissipate the fund set for city 
printing and advertising. The ap­ 
propriations, $46,380, set for 1931, 
remain unchanged for 1932. 
When the appropriations were 
>rought up for consideration, Genk- 
nger told his colleague* and com- 
ng officials: “I do not see where 
there can be any cut as I made the 
cuts a year ago when the budget 
was compiled,” It was pointed out 
by Councilman Burn* that Genkin­ 
ger “had saved on the murks”. 
Use 
appropriation formerly hgd been 
<3,000 and the appropriation for 
931, was set at $4,000. He run them 
on $2,900, Burns declared. 
“We did not pay anyone to look 
after the children in our day” said 
! dr. Mavne. 
“That is a shame” said Mayor 
Gillespie, evidently meaning that 
he city is paying money for instruc­ 
tors and teachers at the play­ 
grounds. 
“You cannot help it. The women 
would raise the dickens if it were 
cut out” said Genkinger. 
“You cannot spend too much on 
jlaygrounds” said Councilman-elect 
Davies who during a former admin­ 
istration presided over the depart­ 
ment and who is an advocate of 
playgrounds. 
“If you have o n l y 
saved one life it is worthwhile” he 
declared. 
“I got it down as cheap as possi­ 
ble” said Genkinger and the appro­ 
priation of $4,000 was allowed to 
stand so the “kiddies” will again 
have their grounds and instructors. 
It developed that of an appropria­ 
tion of $3,000, only $2,680 had been 
expended for printing and advertis­ 
ing. 
Genkinger described the workings 
of the sewage disposal plant and as 
some repairs are needed the appro­ 
priation of $13,500, was allowed to 
remain for 1932. 


One of the decisions which the in­ 
coming administration must settle 
will be the award of the Workmen’s 
Compensation Insurance and it is 
intimated that several firms will 
make a hot bid for the privilege of 
having it as the city paid out $4,319 
during the first 11 months of 1931 
and will probably pay $300 more 
before 1931 is ended. However, as 
things now stand the city council 
does not intend to have the city 
carry its own Insurance.
